A NOTE ON THE PLAY TROUPE 


This performance of the Devil’s Disciple was | 
produced by the Play Troupe of Port Wash- 
ington. What is the Play Troupe? Hark. 

1. Generally, it is a non-profit amateur theatre 
group, believed to be Long Island’s oldest. | 

2. Purpose. Since the Play Troupe has more - 
than one member, there is doubt as to its prin- 
cipal purpose. Some think it is to make great } 
art with a four inch paintbrush, or with lighting 
effects, or with hammer and saw. Others see the 
quintessence of Western civilization in having 
Dumbo fly over the proscenium with the spece- | 
tators unable to see the wires. Some believe the 
sheer joy of acting is all that matters. On the 
other hand, others feel that this should not be 
carried to the point of causing physical pain to | 
the audience. However, we all get together—to | 
an extent—with results as you witness tonight.- 

3. Annual program. Each year the Play 
Troupe puts on two productions, one in the 
spring and one in the fall, such as this evening’s 
performance. At monthly meetings the members | 
read plays, then chat over refreshments. These 
readings may be almost full scale productions,~ 
they may be comparatively simple, and they are 
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not been avant garde, we think. Anyway, we’ve | 
been getting coffee, not espresso.

4. Members. There are two classes of mem. } 
bers, active and sponsors. Active members 
needn't live in Port Washington, but must be 
willing to come here now and then. Sponsors | 
are always welcome, they get two tickets to each 
spring and fall show and can attend monthly : 
meetings, but if they’d rather go back to Russia, 
that’s up to them.
